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Fncouraging Message from Bonnie Scotland 


Readers of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal will by this time 
have seen the results of the 
spring sales of young bulls held 
in Britain and Ireland. Taken 
all over the sales were quite 
as successful as could, in cir- 
cumstances, have been expect- 
ed, and though there were no 
high individual prices, general 
averages were such as to indi- 
cate a sound under current in Aberdeen-Angus trade. Hspecially 
successful were the sales held in Ireland, those at Dublin and Bel- 
fast vielding substantially higher averages than any of the other 
breeds. This may be traced to the great and well deserved repu- 
tation which Aberdeen-Angus bulls enjoy for crossing purposes, 
and to enhanced prices which store or feeding cattle of Aberdeen- 
Angus type command when exported from Ireland to feeding dis- 
tricts of Scotland and England. We have had our first consign- 
ment of Canadian stores and though the initial shipment sold well, 
care will have to be taken 
to send the right class of 
bullocks, otherwise returns 
will be disappointing. 
What feeders and butchers 
want above all is cattle 
with a good dash of Aber- 
deen - Angus breeding 
about them, and of handy 
weights. We can grow 
out two-year-old Aber- 
deen-Angus steers for the 
Fat Stock Show so as to 
reach 2240 Ibs., but this is 
not the class of cattle fav- 
ored by the butcher. Han- 
dy weights of quality up 
to from 876 lbs. to 1120 
lbs. are what butchers are 
at present paying high 
prices for, and many of 
the cattle sent us “stores” 
from Canada had already 
exceeded that weight. 
There were only a few Ab- 48 : 
erdeen-Angus type cattle Bh a 
among them. <A leading e 
authority who was pres- 
ent at the sale in Glasgow 
writing to this paper says, 
“Blacks and Blue-greys 
were popular as a matter 
of course.” In those parts of Scotland which produce “Prime Scots” 
for London trade, it is in overwhelming degree the Aberdeen- 
Angus sire that is in use, and it is only stating the fact that with- 
out a touch of Aberdeen-Angus breeding, it is scarcely possible to 
rear that type of steer which leads the way in the matter of prices 
from butchers. I was tempted to reply to a letter which I saw 
in an American stock journal in course of which it was suggested 
that though the first cross by the Aberdeen-Angus sire was un- 


doubtedly good, second and third crosses were not considered so

good. If this be so, how comes 
it about that at the London- 
Smithfield Show the champion- 
ship in the cross-bred section 
has almost invariably been won 
by a steer showing a double 
infusion of Aberdeen-Angus 
blood as against first crosses”? 
But what of the enormous 
herds throughout such a coun- 
try as Argentina that have 
been graded up from a scrub Shorthorn foundation to be magnifi- 
cent steer-breeding herds of “all-black” cows? I contend that the 
nearer you get to the pure Aberdeen-Angus the greater measure 
of perfection that is secured from the point of view of the ideal 
butcher’s animal, and Smithfield and Chicago verdicts yield rather 
formidable proofs in support of my contention. 

I was greatly interested to read of what the Canadian associa- 
tion proposed doing in the matter of procuring definite statistics 
as to the milking capacity of Aberdeen-Angus cows. Scattered up 
and down the pages of 
Breed’s history are inter- 
esting references to the 
dairying properties of the 
breed and those who know 
the breed, know that these 
properties are present in 
a valuable degree. When 
in the Argentine last aut- 
umn I paid a visit to a 
dairy in which there were 
over three thousand Aber- 
deen-Angus cows, sires in 
use being without excep- 
tion pure bred sons of 
English and Scottish bred 
bulls. The owner of this 
huge dairy had Shorthorn 
cows when he began, and 
his son had a fey Aber- 
deen Angus. He got his 
father’s permission to try 
the Aberdeen-Angus on a 
small seale in the dairy, 
and results proved so suc- 
cessful that on the whole 
of that vast estancia there 
is not now a single Short- 
horn; all are of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding. But 
while it is possible to cite 
general cases from past 
history or present practice, it would be an invaluable asset in the 
furtherance of the breed’s interest if pains were taken to have par- 
ticular records kept so that we could prove to “doubting Thomases” 
that we have not only the record making beef breed, which we un- 
doubtedly have, but also a valuable general purpose animal, in fact, 
the best general utility animal of the bovine race. Breeders must, 
however, bestir themselves a little in this matter of milk yield, and 
supply actual and exact records for propaganda purposes.

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Even before the time when Horace 
Greeley’s famous slogan “Go West 
Young Man and Grow Up with the 
Country” was uttered, the “West” 
has had an allurement for the enter- 
prising and ambitious youth. It was 
the Land of Opportunity and that op- 
portunity still exists, somewhat modi- 
fied perhaps, but there is still room 
for vast development. 

The West at that time centered 
around the Mississippi and Missouri 
River valleys and until the 49’ers blazed the trail to California and 
the Oregon country as the whole Northwest was caledl at that time, 
comparatively little was known of this great western empire, or the 
Great American Desert as it was known. With the advent of the 
railroads, however, pushing on ever westward year by year the 
East and West became ever more solidly merged together 
and ever more dependent on each other. It was in the 
late sixty’s when the Kansas Pacific Railroad was _ pushing 
westward in Kansas that the first herd of cattle for commercial beef 
was driven northward from Texas over an unbroken trail and after 
encountering and overcoming many dificulties finally arrived at the 
railhead of the Kansas Pacific. That event opened up and was the 
forerunner of the vast range cattle business, which while it had 
its beginning in Texas quickly expanded until it embraced practical- 
ly all of the region west of the Missouri, and today 80 per cent of 
the beef produced in the United States comes from the region west 
of the Mississippi, while 70 per cent is consumed east of that line 
and nearly one-third of all the beef is consumed in the small area 
known as the New England states, New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. What percentage of this 80 per cent can be classi- 
fied as strictly range bred stock and how many pure bred bulls will 
this range trade absorb? The 
average farmer or live stock 
man can readily appreciate the 
tremendous number of bulls re- 
quired yearly to keep up this 
range production. Indeed the 
live stock industry in its various 
phases of production, packing, 

ete., is the biggest single busi- 
ness in the United States today. 

In the early days a “cow 
was a cow and the steers were 
not marketed until they were 4- 
year-olds. No taint of pure 
blood was allowed to intermingle 
with the longhorns of the range. 
The range was unlimited and to 
be had for the taking and even 
when marketed as four-year- 
olds there was good profit in the 
cattle business. But gradually

ter quality. And thus it is that 
today with limited pasturage and a more discerning trade the 
rangeman who can produce beef in the shortest length of time 
(baby beef) and of the best quality, stands the best chance of mak- 
ing a profit. 

The Hereford was the first pure bred breed to make a marked 
impression on the range and made such a remarkable improvement 
over the native cattle that its use multiplied quickly and it is today 
the breed which is most universally used by rangemen. But we now 
have a breed which is destined to work further improvement in the 
quality of the range steer. It is a breed noted for its early maturing 
qualities, it is hornless, hardy and a good doer under any environ- 
ment. The Aberdeen-Angus has long been noted for its achievements 
in the feed lot and on the block but it is only comparatively recently, 
except in a few isolated cases, that its remarkable range qualifica- 
tions have been known. It is true that there are rangemen who have 
been using Aberdeen-Angus bulls for a considerable time and it is 
stated that in some cases they first acquired these bulls against 
their “better judgment” and in others it just happened, but the re- 
sults obtained so completely vindicated their use that there was no 
question but that there was a place for the breed on the range.

26230, Black Monarch of Emerson 30331, Heather Lad of Emmer- 
son 2d 19049, Brookside Star 63486, Black King of Woodlawn 31008, 
LeRoy 3d of Meadowbrook 95635, Undulata Blackcap Ito 2d 116275, 
and Ensign of Glencarnock 217216 have each sired two champions 
while the other bulls with a champion to their credit appear only 
once on the list. 

Seven bulls that were champions at the International have sired 
champions. Black Woodlawn leads the list with three to his credit, 
including Glenfoil Rose and Oakville Quiet Lad. LeRoy 3d of Mea- 
dowbrook is next with two, the produce of Queen Mother Johnson.

While it is true that the 
Aberdeen-Angus have never 
taken with the ranchmen of 
the West as have the other 
breeds, the breed has well 
filled a need of the corn belt 
farmer. The Doddies have 
captured the carlot champion- 
ship award seventeen times 
out of 21 efforts and on 
twelve occasions pure bred or 
grade Aberdeen-Angus steers 
have copped the grand cham- 
pion steer award in the single 


dies in the United States are 
confined largely to the corn 
belt and it is from that sec- 
tion that most of the cham- 
pions have come. The 62 
champions were sired by 47 
different bulls and produced by 57 cows. Thirty-seven breeders in 
twelve different states and Great Britain bred the champion ani- 
mals. Only four of the champions were imported as compared with 
13 of the Shorthorn champions. More animals of this breed have 
received the purple ribbons on continuous showing than is the case 
with other breeds. 

Iowa has produced more champions than any other state and 
has a score of 94. Her closest rival is Illinois with a score of 32 
and then follows Indiana with 31; Ohio with 18 and Missouri and 
Nebraska are tied for fifth place with a score of 10. Indiana and 
Minnesota lead the states in the production of champion Aberdeen- 
Angus steers. They have a total of five each to their credit. Cali- 
forna follows with three and Illinois, Nebraska and’ Kansas each 
have produced two. 

As a breeder of champions W. A. McHenry, of lowa, stands 
out in a class by himself. His score is 32 and while most of his 
champions were females he produced two grand champion bulls. 
Mike Donohoe, also of Iowa, ranks second with a score of 22. Es- 
cher & Ryan, J. W. Wheatley and L. MeWhorter each have a score 
of 11. Other breeders who have succeeded in producing champions

Yours received was pleased to hear from 
you again. Wish I could have made the trip 
to Pat Leahy’s with you. I am just getting 
around after a three weeks fight with in- 
testinal flu. Feel like I just got past. The 
stock is doing fairly well. That bull trade 


I told you about we were going to have this 
spring got here early—only have one bull 
of serviceable age left. Spring is backward, 
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almost impossible to get help on the farm 
now. If it was not for the high freight rates 
there would not be an Aberdeen-Angus bull 
in northeastern Kansas in two weeks. When 
it costs $31.25 to ship a 750 pound calf 300 
miles you have to have them good to go at 
all. Got my herd on the clean list at last. 
Passed O. K. in March. Would be pleased 
to have you run over any time. Wish you 
was here this afternoon. I am going to give 
you a few lines to let you know how the 
Aberdeen-Angus business is in Kansas. In 
February 1916 Mr. Albert Foster, Corning, 
Kansas, went to Kansas City to get two loads 
of Hereford heifers to breed, and as he could 
not get the quality he wanted his commission 
man got him to take a load of good Aber- 
deen-Angus. He came here in the spring of 
1917 to buy an Aberdeen-Angus bull to breed 
his Aberdeen-Angus (he had a Hereford). 
I sold him a good Pride bull. He shipped a 
load of calves the tops, one-half white faces, 
one-half Aberdeen-Angus, and the Aberdeen 
Angus calves sold for $2.00 more per hun- 
dred than the whitefaces. He bought anoth- 
er good Pride bull this spring. This man 
has a herd of grade Aberdeen-Angus only 
now, but is thinking of getting a few reg- 
istered heifers. He told me in March when 
he was here that his Aberdeen-Angus cows 
raised a calf every year, having only lost 
one calf since he had the blacks, and one of 
them last spring had twin calves and rais- 
ed them both which makes a 100 per cent 
average. Still some of the “Heathens” cry 
that the Aberdeen-Angus won’t breed. The 
cattle business is getting terribly black in 
snots in Kansas.

Two good loads 
averaging a little under 1300 sold around 
$9.50. Choice fat 1200 pounders average 
around $9.25.” Looks like a_ nice little 
stretch of margin in favor of the Doddies. 
Doc Suelke says this is getting to be a regu- 
lar habit down East. We hope so.

Boys’ Club Work Develops Cattleman. 

The permanent value of boys’ club work to 
the individual is well illustrated in the case 
of Fred Griffitts, of Blount County, Tennes- 
see, who was a member of the baby beef 
and pig clubs in 1920. Since that time no 
county agent has been employed, hence no 
club work has been done. 

But Fred was not content to give up for 
he had become interested in pure bred live 
stock. He earned handsome profits from 
his pigs and did other farm work that helped 
to increase his savings. This made it pos- 
sible for him to pay $100 for a young Aber- 
deen-Angus cow. From this cow he raised 
a heifer that is now a year old and has an- 
other young calf. He also gave $50 for an- 
other young cow that recently dropped a 
calf, making a nice herd of five registered 
females. 

When asked what he would take for his 
cattle, Fred was not interested in selling 
them and would not even place an approxi- 
mate price on them. Fred takes a personal 
interest and great pride in each of his ani- 
mals and this is the first requirement of a 
successful live stock man. 

The pig club work in Blount county has 
recently been reorganized by Mrs. F. E. Ed- 
monson and Fred enrolled again and will 
raise more Poland China pigs.
